tic use and of a quality second to none. 
In every particular it was as fine as 
could be grown In Cuba or any other 
country. 
Last year the filler tobacco 
nau been successfully raised In Penn­ 
sylvania 
of 
a very high grade, and 
during the coming season 
extensive 
experiments would be made in raising 
high grade filler in Ohio, Texas, North 
Carolina and California. Last year the 
Imports of wrapper tobacco into the 
United States amounted to $6,000,000 
md of filler $8,000,000. In a short time, 
the secretary said, we would be able 
to supply our own wrapper and filler 
of a grade that would challenge the 
best grown anywhere in the world. 


Th* P acific C ab le. 
Washington, 
Jan. 
ll.—The 
house 
comimttee on commerce Friday took 
up the subject of a Pacific cable. 
The 
main question is whether the cable 
shall be constructed by the govern­ 
ment or by private parties. The hear­ 
ing was devoted to an explanation by 
George C. Ward, vice president of the 
Commercial Pacific Cable company, of 
the plans of that organization.

I heard a grocery merchant sigh 
and say: “ The new year ie here, 
and it’s the same old tiling— credit 
trade 
opening 
up.” 
I 
walked 
across the street and asked another 
grocery merchant if he couldn’t 
change his business Uke some of 
the dry goods houses and sell for 
cash only. 
He said yea, if he 
didn’t care about Belling 
many 
goods he could, hut a cash grocery 
house could do no business here. 
"Most of the people of this county,’ 
he said, “ will have to be carried 
from now until cotton comes to 
market again, for they have no 
money and will have none until 
fall* 
Our people produce nothing 
to exchange for goods but cotton, 
and have to be carried over from 
one selling time to the next, and 
that’s all there is to it.” 
At this time a wagon drove up 
to the door and began to unload 
goods for the grocery man. 
There 
were several sacks of potatoes and 
onions, and another wagon drove 
up with a load of canned goods— 
corn, tomatoes, okra, peas, beans, 
etc. 
A dray came up with a big 
load of meat. 
I am not given to seeing sights, 
but I went to my office in a deep 
study, and, burying m y face in my 
hands, I seemed to see some far-off 
place where most of these goods 
I had seen unloaded were produced 
I saw neat farms with prosperous 
looking farmers, healthy children 
and happy homes. They had large 
barns, cellars, hay ricks, pastures 
full of fat stock and pens and pas 
tures with hogs. 
They had well 
tilled acres of product*, such as wo 
are buying from them, and ample 
means to save and care for what 
they produce. 
I thought also of 
our own debt-ridden country, and 
m y head grew dizzy. 
I arose from 
m y chair, swooned and fell. 
With my head resting on a large 
book that fell from the table (con­ 
taining a list of delinquent sub­ 
scribers), and m y feet thrust into a 
pile of “ exchanges,” while some 
bills I owed for 
newspaper and 
printers’ supplies fell into the paste 
pot near my nose. I remained un­ 
conscious for m any minutes— un­ 
conscious, yet with my fancy wan­ 
dering in strange dreams of a far­ 
off time. 
The paste-pot could 
not have 
caused it, tor it didn’t smell like 
roses, yet the fragrance of the flow­ 
ers of June smote m y senses and I 
seemed to wander amid new scenes. 
It was, so it seemed 
to 
me, the 
eighth year in the new century— 
June, 1009 
Scene: Bryan, Brazos 
county, Texas. 
Yet it did not seem like the old 
Bryan. 
There was great im prove­ 
ment noticeable everywhere. 
A 
farmer was calculating the interest 
on money he had loaned a fellow 
who was starting in business the 
year before, and another 
farmer 
slapped me on the side of the head 
with his bank deposit book as he 
passed me, going to his wagon in 
the street. 
I looked around upon 
a large business house full of goods 
and people buying, and heard the 
chink of silver as they 
paid for 
their stuff or received pay for things 
they had to sell. 
Yet this was in 
the month of June, and I wondered 
at the strange scene. 
Farmers had m oney as well as 
other folks, and went about town 
with a kind of swing that seemed 
to say: “We are the 
people and 
this is our business, and we go 
where we please to buy goods and 
don’t buy if they d on ’t suit us. 
You 
fellows have to put things 
down light, or you don’t get our 
dough. 
We are IT .” 
I saw a familiar face that I had 
known away batik in 1901. 
“ W hy, Pots,” said he, “ where 
have you been all these years?” 
“ Been asleep a long time, I sup 
pose, from the looks of things. I ’ve 
just got in from the Philippines. 
Tell me about it. What has changed 


up this old 
country 
so 
much 
since 1901?” 
“ W ell, old f>oy, i f s like this. 
’Long ’bout 1900, some kind of 
bugs got to eating up all the cotton 
in the country and kinder give the 
people a scare; and what little cot­ 
ton they did mise didn’t seem to 
sell for much, and they got up a 
great notion in this country about 
diversified farming. 
The people 
all 
over 
Eastern 
and 
Southern 
Texas 
got to organizing 
truck 
growers’ associations and studying 
to plant new crops adapted to this 
section, both to sell and to feed to 
stock. 
“ In the fall of 1900, they started 
in in Brazos county with a little 
truck growers’ association. 
They 
didn’t do no great things the first 
year, but those who tried it made a 
little. 
They learned something, 
too, and had lots of grit and snick 
to it. 
They shipped potatoes and 
beans and green corn, tomatoes, 
cucumbers and such truck to far­ 
off markets 
and 
got in a little 
money at the time of year when 
they needed it worst; 
they began 
to study also how to save a great 
ileal of stuff that they never could 
save before and hold it for good 
prices. 
“ The farmers got to 
building 
ham s on purpose to keep potatoes 
and 
other similar 
products 
in. 
They built houses of brick with 
lots of ventilation and overhead 
lined with a dirt or brick ceiling to 
keep the heat out, and a good roof. 
In these, they found by spreading 
out such 
things as potatoes and 
onions thin in layers, they could 
keep them and wait for good mar­ 
kets. 
They dug cellars about in 
their patches— underground houses, 
the sides built up with logs, and 
arched over tops, covered 
thick 
with dirt. 
In these, they kept fall 
potatoes over winter as well as they 
do anywhere, and fall tomatoes, as 
fresh and nice as you please, were 
kept as long as they wanted them; 
not only these, but lots of other 
things. 
They found there 
was 
money in it. 
They got to planting 
grasses, mangel wurzel beets for 
stock feed, rape and other winter 
forage crops for stock, and quit de­ 
pending entirely on corn for feed. 
“ And 
then, the abundance of 
vegetables raised got the people to 
building canneries— in town at first 
and afterwards on the farms. Now 
the farmer has his home cannery, 
and cans lots of stuff to sell to the 
town folks and people in manufac­ 
turing centers at home and abroad. 
T hey have planted orchards and 
can up lots of fruit, and everything 
like that pays better than all cot­ 
ton. 
They plant cotton, too, some 
of them, but they get a slav in’ good 
price for it. 
“The result of all this has been, 
old man, that old Brazos county 
has come out of the kinks. 
The 
farmers live about as well as any 
body here now, and a little better 
than lots of folks. 
The country 
has built up wonderfully already, 
and is still building up and im ­ 
proving all the time. 
“I lay it all to diversified farm­ 
ing, the farmers raising something 
all the year round— raising hogs 
, and selling them to the packeries 
and saving their own meat, raising 
good winter as well as summer for­ 
age crops for stock, etc. 
“ Farmers have got to studying 
farming, in other words, and they 
have made it pay.” 
“Slam I” 
The office bov came in, in great 
excitement, and dropped a dollar 
on the table that a fellow paid on 
the paper for last year’s account, 
and awoke the sleeper from his 
pleasant dream. 
It is 
only 
a 
dream— a pipe 
dream, perhaps— but it is one that, 
if the like of it were dreamed by a 
sufficient number of people with 
their eyes open, there m ight follow 
some 
day 
in 
this 
country 
an 
awakening to better things.

W ashington,

l l . —The 
house 
comimttee on commerce Friday took 
up the subject of a Pacific cable.

An Agricultural Pipe-Dream, that may be Realized Some 
Day—Who Knows ?

I heard a grocery m e rch an t sigh 
and say: “ T h e new year is here, 
and it’s the same old tiling— credit 
trade opening u p .” 
I 
walked 
across the street and asked another 
grocery m erchant if he couldn’t 
change his business Uke some of 
the dry goods houses and Bell for 
cash only. 
H e said yes, if he 
d id n ’t care about selling 
m any 
goods he could, but a cash grocery 
house could do no business here. 
I “ Most of the people of this co u n ty ,’ 
| he said, “ will have to be carried 
from now until cotton comes to 
m arket again, for they have no 
m oney and will have none until 
fall. 
O ur people produce nothing 
to exchange for goods b u t cotton, 
and have to be carried over from 
one selling tim e to the next, an d 
th a t’s all there is to it.” 
At this tim e a wagon drove up 
to the door and began to unload 
goods for the grocery m an. 
There 
were several sacks of potatoes and 
onions, and another wagon drove 
up with a load of canned goods— 
corn, tomatoes, okra, peas, beans, 
etc. 
A dray cam e uji with a big 
load of meat. 
I am not given to seeing sights, 
but I went to m y office in a deep 
study, and, burying m y face in my 
hands, I seemed to see some far-ofl 
place where m ost of these goods 
I had seen unloaded were produced | 
I saw neat farm s with prosperous 
looking farmers, healthy children 
and happy homes. T hey had large! 
barns, cellars, hay ricks, pastures 
full of fat stock and pens and pas 
tures with hogs. 
They had well 
tilled acres of product", such as we 
are buying from them , and am ple 
means to save and care for what 
they produce. 
I thought also of 
our own debt-ridden country, and 
m y head grew dizzy. 
I arose from 
m y chair, swooned and fell. 
W ith m y head resting on a large 
book th a t fell from the table (con­ 
taining a list of delinquent s u b ­ 
scribers), and m y feet th ru s t into a 
pile of “ exchanges,” while some 
bills I owed for 
new spaper and 
printers’ supplies fell into th e paste 
pot near m y nose. I rem ained u n ­ 
conscious for m an y m inutes— u n ­ 
conscious, yet with m y fancy w an­ 
dering in strange d ream s of a far- 
ofl' time. 
T he paste-pot could 
not have 
caused it, tor it d id n ’t smell like 
roses, yet the fragrance of the flow­ 
ers of Ju n e sm ote m y senses and I 
seemed to w ander am id new scenes. 
It was, so it seemed 
to 
m e, the 
eighth year in the new cen tu ry — 
Ju n e, 10011 
Scene: B ryan, Brazos 
county, Texas. 
Yet it did not seem like the old 
B ryan. 
There was great im p ro v e­ 
m en t noticeable everywhere. 
A 
farm er was calculating the interest 
on money he had loaned a fellow 
who was startin g in business the 
year before, an d another 
farmer 
slapped me on th e side of the head 
with his bank deposit book as he 
passed me, going to his wagon in 
th e street. 
I looked around upon 
a large business house full of goods 
and people buying, and heard the 
chink of silver as they 
paid for 
their stuff or received pay for things 
they had to sell. 
Yet this was in 
th e m onth of June, and I wondered 
at the strange scene. 
Farm ers had m oney as well as 
other folks, and went about town 
with a kind of swing th a t seem ed 
to say: “ We are the people and 
thig is our business, and we go 
where we please to buy goods and 
d o n ’t buy if they d o n ’t suit us. 
You 
fellows have to put things 
down right, or you don’t get our 
dough. 
We are IT .” 
I saw a fam iliar face th a t I h ad 
know n away back in 1901. 
“ W hy, P o ts,” said he, “ where 
have you been all these years?’’ 
“ Been asleep a long tim e, I sup 
pose, from the looks of things. I ve 
ju s t got in from the Philippines. 
Tell me about it. W hat has changed t 


much 
up this old country so 
since 1901?” 
“ W ell, old boy, it’s like this. 
’Long ’bout 1900, some kind of 
bugs got to eating up all the cotton 
in the country and kinder give the 
people a scare; and what little cot­ 
ton they did raise didn’t seem to 
sell for much, and they got up a 
great notion in this country about 
diversified farming. 
The people 
all over Eastern and Southern 
Texas got to organizing 
truck 
growers’ associations and studying 
to plant new crops adapted to this 
section, both to sell and to feed to 
stock . 
“ In the fall of 1900, they started 
in in Brazos county with a little 
truck growers’ association. 
They 
didn’t do no great things the first 
year, but those who tried it made a 
little, 
They learned something, 
too, and had lots of grit and stuck 
to it. 
They shipped potatoes and 
beans and green corn, tomatoes, 
cucumbers and such truck to far- 
ofl' markets and got in a little 
money at the time of year when 
they needed it worst; they began 
to study also how to save a great 
deal of stuff that they never could 
save before and hold it for good 
prices. 
“The farmers got to building 
barns on purpose to keep potatoes 
and other similar 
products in. 
They built houses of brick with 
lots of ventilation and overhead 
lined with a dirt or brick ceiling to 
keep the heat out, and a good roof. 
In these, they found by spreading 
out such things as potatoes a n d 1 
onions thin in layers, they could 
keep them and wait for good mar­ 
kets. 
They dug cellars about in 
their patches— underground houses, 
the sides built up with logs, and 
arched over tops, covered th ick ; 
with dirt. 
In these, they kept fall 
potatoes over winter as well as they 
do anywhere, and fall tomatoes, aH 
fresh and nice as you please, were 
kept as long as they wanted them; 
not only these, hut lots of other 
things. 
They found there was 
money in it. 
They got to planting 
grasses, mangel wurzel beets for 
stock feed, rape and other winter 
forage crops for stock, and quit de­ 
pending entirely on corn for feed. 
“ And then, the abundance of 
vegetables raised got the people to 
building canneries— in town at fir.-t 
and afterwards on the farms. Now 
the farmer has his home cannery, 
and cans lots of stuff to sell to the 
town folks and }>eople in manufac­ 
turing centers at home and abroad. 
They have planted orchards and 
can up lots of fruit, and everything 
like that pay* better than all cot­ 
ton. .They plant cotton, too, some 
of them, but they get a stavin’ good 
price for it. 
“The result of all this has been, 
old man, that old Brazos county 
has come out of the kinks. 
The 
farmers live about as well as any 
body here now, and a little better 
than lots of folks. 
The country 
has built up wonderfully already, 
and is still building up and im ­ 
proving all the time. 
“I lay it all to diversified farm­ 
ing. the farmers raising something 
all the year round— raising hogs 
and selling them to the packeries 
and saving their own meat, raising 
good winter as well as summer for­ 
age crops for stock, etc. 
“ Farmers have got to studying 
farming, in other words, and they 
have made it pay.” 
“Slam!” 
The office bov came in, in great 
excitement, and dropped a dollar 
on the table that a fellow paid on 
the paper for last year’s account, 
and awoke the sleeper from his 
pleasant dream. 
It is only a 
dream— a pipe 
dream, perhaps— hut it is one that, 
if the like of it were dreamed by a 
sufficient number of people with 
their eyes open, there might follow 
some day in 
this 
country 
an 
awakening to better things.
